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Signs Hint U. S. Is Getting 
Tired of 'Operation Yo-Yo' 


While the Communists' spring offensive in Korea rages 


on, some new ideas are emerging from Washington and other 
western capitals on the future of that conflict. 


The first of these, recorded without fanfare by a num- 


ber of reliable correspondents, is that the United States and 
its UN allies are actually seeking some kind of military stale- 
mate on the peninsula. Xo high official has come right out 
and said so, but that is reported to be the general trend of 
their" thinking. 
*

* 


It is the present policy of this government and of the UN 


to prosecute a limited war in Korea. Though the fact is not 
advertised, that decision almost inevitably means achieve- 
ment of a limited objective. Complete victory, the liberation 
of all Korea, these things seem'beyond the reach of a war 
fought partly under wraps. 


Thus the unofficial but solid talk of stalemate is a realis- 


tic-measure of what we might really accomplish in Korea, 
barring, of course, a wholly unexpected fold-up of the enemy. 
' —,

Both our political and our military leaders make it clear 


they hope the basis for a stalemate—and a political settle- 
ment—may be attained if UN forces can successfully crush 
the current Red offensive before it wins really important 
goals. Obviously the whole picture would be altered if we 
failed to hold. 


There is still another side, and here's where more new 


ideas enter. The U. S. and virtually all its active partners 
In Korea are agreed that any real air offensive by the Com- 
munists would mean retaliatory bombardment of Red air 
bases in Manchuria. Whether a further taking off of wraps 
would follow isn't settled, but the bombing decision in itself 
is a significant step. Particularly since it is now reported 
that Britain, a hold-out, is swinging to support the plan. 
* 
•

Consequently, the Korean war is sure to remain a limited 


conflict only if the existing "ground rules" for Red and UN 
air forces continue in effect. No one can know what might 
follow if both sides unleashed wider air war. 


A Washington reporter for the Christian Science Moni- 


tor tosses still another notion into the hopper. He says the 
element of time is beginning to be a factor in the minds of 
some officials concerned with Korea. 


What he means is that these men believe we can't stand 


by and permit the Communists to mount offensive after 
offensive without eventually striking back hard. To blunt 
endless enemy attacks costs too much in men and materiel. 
• 
* 
* 


The view of these men, says the Monitor correspondent, 


is that the current Red offensive ought to be the last we 
should try to absorb without dealing stiff offensive blows of 
our own. If it fails, then any signs of a new build-up later 
should be taken as the signal for a big UN move. 


Thus far this idea has not been widely talked of in Wash- 


ington. And there is no indication whether the United States 
has tried to convince other UN countries that we cannot 
indefinitely maintain a defensive posture in the face of re- 
peated assaults. It is the account of a single reporter, who 
happens to be extremely reliable. But it may be an important 
straw in the wind. 


If this idea should gain broad currency in western cap- 


itals, then the present Red attacks and their aftermath may 
provide the really critical test of our limited war policy. In 
the event a failure of their offensive does not convince the 
Communists they should seek a stalemate, the U. S. and its 
allies might well conclude that the limited war plan is un- 
workable'and should be abandoned for broader aims.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Opportunity Knocks Just Once 


By OSWALD JACOBY

It is a general rule of card games 


that you have to scream when 
you're hurt—not later. If an ir- 
regularity occurs and you just play 
on without saying anything about 
it, you can't get any redress later 
on. This is true in Canasta, just as 
in most other card games. 


This common-sense rule should 


answer a question from Hohukus, 
New Jersey: 


"In a two-handed Canasta game 


my opponent needed 120 points for 
his first meld. Early in the hand 
he had made a mixed canasta con- 
sisting of six sixes and a joker, 
all at one melding, but he dis- 
played no other meld. 


"I failed to catch the illegal 


meld and about four discards 
later, with still no other meld dis- 
played, he discovered the inade- 
quate count and so stated. I main- 
tained that he could now complete 
his required count and be in posi- 
tion to take the pile, b'ut he 
insisted that since I had failed to 
discover the error immediately he 
did not have to complete the 
count. 


"Had he not mentioned this er- 


ror it probably would have 
unnoticed throughout the entire 
hand, but since I was made aware 
of it by the offender himself wa» 
I right in insisting that he com* 
plete the count? 


No, no, my friend. You have to 


be a little more alert. It is too 
late to call for a penalty when you 
begin the next play — let alOn» 
after you have made four plays., 


Incidentally, this brings up an* 


other point. There are no p 
cards in two-hand Canasta. 
ever, there are still penalties. If 
the opponent makes an insufficient 
meld, and you call attention to it 
before you play, he is penalized 
exactly as in the four-hand game. 


Specifically, your opponent picks 


up his cards and must later meld 
10 points extra for his initial meld

tegic Middle East. To complete the 
picture, add the fact that military 
operations, and the industries upon 
which they depend, must be float- 
td on oil 


Developed by Moscow 


Th« development is doubly seri- 


ous in that it has been inspired by 
Moscow, working through 
fifth 


columnists in Iran. 


Ironically enough the seizure 


was achieved by parliamentary 
legislation nationalizing the oil in- 
dustry. In short the Socialist gov- 
trnment of Britain, which is in 
process of nationalizing home in- 
dustries, has been handed a dish 
of its own porridge. 


However, British Secretary ot 


State Herbert Morrison told the 
house of commons yesterday that 
Britain couldn't accept such uni- 
lateral action by Ifan, although he

Peiping's drastic move naturally 


widens the breach between Red 
China and Britain. Naturally, too, 
it is sweet music for Moscow, al- 
though there is no indication that 
Russia was responsible for the 
move. Obviously it would have her 
warm blessings, but the Peiping 
government's dislike of Britain is 
strong enough to account for the 
development without any orders 
from Moscow.

NEW YORK, (AP)—Warren R 


Austin, chief U. S. d'elegate to tin 
United Nations, declared last nigh 
that victory in Korea involve; 
much more than military defeat o: 
the enemy and that the U. N. has 
scored some important triumphs 
in 10 months of war in Asia. 


This was Austin's reply to a 


charge by Gen. MacArthur that a 
policy vacuum exists in Korea. His 
speech to the New York state con- 
vention of Masonic Grand Masters 
was regarded by many observers 
as an indication of the stand the 
Truman administration would take 
in the congressional investigation 
of MacArthur's ouster as U. N 
commander, which opens tomor- 
row. 


Austin said U. N. policy in Ko- 


rea is "clear, positive and consis- 
tent." It has, he said, roused the 
free peoples of the world to the 
need for mobilizing their strength 
alerted them to the danger of ag- 
gression, brought them- to a peak 
of unity and strengthened their 
Trill to resist. 


Among the triumphs, he said, 


were these: Russia's timetable of 
conquest was upset; Communist 
puppets failed to occupy all Ko- 
rea; Chinese puppets failed to drive 
the U. N. from the peninsula; Rus- 
sia was served notice of collective 
resistance if she strikes elsewhere; 
and Russia's designs for future 
conquest have been exposed.

crime, but not for cutting it out. 
The committee despaired of ever 
wiping it out entirely, for it said: 


"The committee is convinced 


that there is no single panacea for 
the widespread social, economic 
and political evil| that have been 
uncovered in the many cities in 
which it has made investigations 
and held hearings. 


"The committee feels, neverlhe 


less, that while organized crime 
cannot be completely eliminated 
from our society, this is no reason 
for defeatism, for vigorous law en- 
forcement can control organized 
crime to the point whore it is no 
longer a menace to- our institu- 
tions." 


The work of the committee won 


sensation.headlines and then, about 
a month ago, was actually more in 
the public eye than any congres- 
sional committee in history. 


This was'When it climaxed a 


year's investigations by letting its 
S'ew York hearings be televised. 


The committee's report on TV 


adds: 


•For the first time the public 


was able to see and hear the notor 
iou.s hoodlums to whom it was, in 
one form or another, paying trib- 
ute, to determine for itself whe- 
ther or not these men are whole- 
some influences in public affairs 
and whpther they should be per- 
mitted to wax even more powerful 
than they are now." 


The committee made 29 rec 


ommendationa on steps it thinks 
are needed, to keep down big-time 
crime, 22 qf them involving action 
by congress in passing new laws 
and patching up some old ones. 


What will congress do? Prob- 


ably not much. This isn't said cyn- 
ically. Congress is always pretty 
slow passing new laws or changing 
old ones, and very slow indeed un- 
less there is wide public demand 
for action. 


Perhaps congress will follow a 


few of the recommendations. It 
seems too much to hope for more. 
Yet, unless there are wide and far- 
reaching reforms, .this committee's 
work faces the prospect of having 
been merely a one-day wonder.

of Gen. Douglas MacArthur claim- 
ed today that the 
long-secret 


Wedemeyer report on Korea, made 
public yesterday, proved adminis- 
tration policy in Korea and China 
was wronp. 


Meanwhile, it was reported that 


a record of the conference on Wake 
Island last fall between President 
Tiuman and MacArthur may be 
made public today. 


Three key Republican senators- 


Wherry of Nebraska. Knowland of 
California and Bridges of New 
Hampshire—said the report by Lt. 
Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer gave 


new weight to MacArthur's views 
on Far East policy. 


Mac First Witness 


MacArthur is scheduled to be 


the first and star witness at closed 
door hearings on Pacific policy 
opening tomorrow. The heanngs 
will be conducted by the combined 
senate armed sen-ices and foreign 
relations committees, under the 
chairmanship of Senator Russell 
D-Ga). 


The hearings grew out of the 


conflict between President Truman 
and MacArthur over conduct of 
hostilities in the Orient. The dis- 
agreement led to MacArthur's re- 
moval as Far East commander. 


Russell, who got the "top secret" 


label removed from Wedemeyer's 
1947 report, said he may release 
another former "top secret" docu- 
ment today. 


It is a purported official copy of 


the historic conference between 
Truman and MacArthur last Oc- 
tober on Wake Island. Versions of 
it already have been printed. 


Copy to General 


Russell said he had "sent a 


copy of this conference report to 
General MacArthur" and he will 
hand others to reporters as soon as 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff, explains 
how the document was compiled 
and by whom. 


"I will make every fact available 


to the American people that will 
not affect the national security." 
Russell told reporters, as Republi- 
cans continued demands for open- 
ing the heanngs to the press and 
public.

Senator Knowland raised a new 


issue on the Wake Island confer- 
ence document, claiming publica- 
tion of versions of it. to date, "in- 
voh'es a security violation." 


Knowland said the document 


was classified "as top secret until
